The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
Figure 1 of the instant application specification and corresponding description of the 
specification which show the criticality of pH range of 9 to 13 for a composition to form a 
passivating layer on a surface comprising at least 5% by weight of copper, the prior art 
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Art Unit: 1731 

do not teach or suggest such as composition. Furthermore, the prior art do not teach 
such a composition which is, also, devoid of a film-forming agent, a copper complexing 
agent, and ammonium cations and forms a passivating layer on said surface wherein 
neither copper nor copper oxides are soluble in said composition.
